Tiie  secretary  outlined  the  year's  activities.  There  had  been  4  lectures,  5  group  led  field  activities 
and  workshops.  After  a  series  of  meetings  the  Landscape  Project  was  launched  in  September. 

The  activities  of  the  group  have  changed  since  f  999  with  more  time  being  spent  on  preparing  tor 
the  Landscape  Project  and  less  on  visits.  Two  field  trips  were  cancelled  because  of  lack  of 
numbers,  the  third  to  Caerlaverloek  had  been  a  great  success. 

4/200 1  T reas  u  r e  r 1  s  Report 

1 .  The  Financial  Report  for  the  year  2000  was  tabled.  Amendments  to  clarify  expenditure  were 
sought.  The  Grant  (Voluntary  Action)  was  used  for  training  and  purchase  of  survey  equipment 
and  the  Grant  (Local  Group  Award)  was  provided  for  the  purchase  of  the  slide  projector  and  table. 


With  these  amendments  the  report  was  approved. 

2.  Annual  Subscriptions,  The  Financial  Report  indicated  the  need  to  raise  income.  At  last  year  s 
AGM  a  member  had  suggested  that  the  subscription  be  raised  and  it  was  agreed  that  (his  was  to  be 
discussed  at  the  AGM  200 1 ,  Suggestions  were  put  forward  and  discussed.  The  meeting  agreed 
that  membership  subscriptions  be  raised  to  £7  for  an  individual  and  to  £12  for  a  joint 
membership.  It  was  also  agreed  flmt  a  voluntary  charge  be  made  for  coffee.  Members  were 
reminded  that  subscriptions  for  2001  were  now  due. 

5/2001  Chairman's  Kem>rt 

The  chairman  spoke  of  the  development  of  Lhe  group  over  die  last  year  and  its  increasing 
involvement  in  research.  He  hoped  to  plan  more  workshops  to  enhance  members  research  skills. 
He  reported  that  reluctantly  Georgina  Plowright  had  had  to  resign  from  the  committee,  arid  that 
Patricia  Crompton  had  resigned  temporarily  while  she  completed  a  degree  at  Bradford.  Two 
members  had  joined  the  committee  David  Kay  as  acting  treasurer  and  Harry  Hawkins*  who  has 
agreed  to  be  nominated  for  vice  chairman.  The  committee  seeks  other  members  including  a 
publicity  officer.  Members  were  asked  to  put  their  names  forward. 

Members  were  asked  to  keep  the  committee  informed  of  what  they  wanted  from  the  group  and  a 
suggestion  list  was  made  available.
